We have found that, in comparison 
widi the incubator and brooder, the 
hen can very satisfactorily hatch the 
eggs and care for the chicks. We 
make the nests out of hay or some 
material that is in texture. Straw is 
rather coarse and allswa the heat of 
theb«w4yhsn to ssesfi. wUle dw 
hay holds the heat in the nest. 

Wtien the chidis are hatched we 
keep them in the incubator, or allow 
them to stay with the mother 12 hours 
before feeding anything. Then we 
feed a fine chick grit and supply luke 
warm water. The next day we give 
the first feed of tM cracked cUck 
feed. Rolled onto ate yafaahls, but we 
have had spls n did rsantts fipon feeding 
nothing but chick feed and grit for 
the first week. At the end of 
days we feed a finely powdered "grow 
feed" which has in it beef scrap, fish 
scrap, wheat shorts and some other 
ingredients. The young birds are very 
fond of this and it makes them grow 
rapid^. We alae sprinkle powdered 
chareoal to the feed enee a day. Gean 
water is supplied in a sanitary foun- 
tain. The water is changed several 
times a day, as the chicks require a 
very large quantity of water.
